WHEREAS, the resolution granting such approval was conditioned upon City
View Estates, LLC, posting a performance bond in the principal amount of $539,010.00
to cover the full costs of the required public improvements as shown on the Map and as
required by the City of Glen Cove's Department of Public Works and in compliance with
the conditions and requirements of the Board as set forth in the aforesaid resolution; and

WHEREAS, in compliance with the requirements of the Board on March 27,
2012 City View Estates, LLC filed with the City of Glen Cove a performance bond
issued by U.S. Specialty Insurance Company dated March 21, 2012 in the principal
amount of $539,010.00 (hereinafter the "Bond"); and

WHEREAS, by resolution dated February 25, 2014, the City Council of the City
of Glen Cove resolved to reduce the amount of the Bond from $539,010.00 to
$282,635.00; and

WHEREAS, by resolution dated February 9, 2016, the City Council of the City
of Glen Cove resolved to reduce the amount of the Bond from $282,635.00 to
$152,474.00; and

WHEREAS, by letter dated January 10, 2017 City View Estates, LLC made
application to the Board for a reduction in the principal amount of the Bond; and

WHEREAS, by letter dated January 19, 2017 Paul F. Stevens, P.E. of Sidney B.
Bowne & Son, LLP, the City's consulting engineer, recommended to the Board that the
principal amount of the Bond be reduced from $152,474.00 to $51,660.00 which amount
reflects the substantial installation of the public improvements that has occurred and the
remaining improvements required with respect to the Map; and

WHEREAS, by resolution dated February 17, 2017 the Planning Board resolved
to reduce the amount of the Bond from $152,474.00 to $51,660.00 subject to the approval
of the City Council of the City of Glen Cove; and



THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that based upon the recommendation of
Paul F. Stevens, P.E. and the approval of the Planning Board, the City Council hereby
approves the reduction in the outstanding principal amount of the Bond necessary to
cover the full costs of the required public improvements in connection with the Map of
Sea Isle Marina from $152,474.00 to $51,660.00.

AMENDMENT TO TRANSFER STATION and SOLID WASTE
TRANSPORT, RECYCLING and DISPOSAL SERVICE AGREEMENT

This AMENDMENT (“Amendment”) to the Transfer Station Operation and Solid
Waste Transport, Recycling and Disposal Service Agreement is made and as of this day of
. 2017 by and between WINTERS BROS. RECYCLING CORP OF LONG ISLAND, LLC, ("the

Contractor"), and the CITY OF GLEN COVE, a municipal corporation of the State of New York

(the "City").

RECITALS

WHEREAS, the City conducted a procurement of a contractor to provide operation,
maintenance, transportation, disposal and recycling services in accordance with New York
General Municipal Law 1-20-w ("Section 120-w") which provides for the issuance of a request
for proposals for solid waste services and negotiations with any contractors and authorizes the
City to enter into contracts for such services for a period not to exceed 25 years following a

request for proposal procurement process; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of Section 120-w, on February 1, 2012 the City
issued a draft request for proposals (the "DRFP") to private contractors to enter into a contract to

provide operations, maintenance, transportation, disposal and recycling services; and

WHEREAS, the City provided notice and, on February 29, 2012, publicly held a

contractors' pre-proposal conference to tour the Transfer Station and received comments on the

DREFP; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of Section 120-w, on April 30, 2012 the City

issued a final request for proposals ("FRFP"), as supplemented; and



WHEREAS, notice of the DRFP availability was published in the DEC Environmental
Notice Bulletin, the New York State Register, newspapers of general circulation in the City. In
Addition, the DRFP was filed with the Office of the Clerk of the City of Glen Cove, as well as at

the Glen Cove Public Library, all in accordance with Section 120-w; and

WHEREAS, notice of the FRFP availability was published in the DEC Environmental
Notice Bulletin, the New York State Register, and a newspaper of general circulation in the City.

In addition, the FRFP was filed with the Office of the Clerk of the City of Glen Cove; and

WHEREAS, a resolution determining this Agreement to be in the public interest and

authorizing its execution and delivery was duly adopted by the City on July 24, 2012; and

WHEREAS, the City of Glen Cove and Winters Bros. Recycling Corp. (“WBRC”)
entered into a Transfer Station Operation and Solid Waste Transport, Recycling and Disposal

Service Agreement dated August 1, 2012 (the “Agreement”); and

WHEREAS, on February 15, 2015 the City of Glen Cove (the “City”) and Winters Bros.
Recycling Corp. (“WBRC”) entered in an agreement to assign the Agreement to Winters Bros.

Recycling of Long Island, LLC (“Winters™); and,

WHEREAS, the parties have entered in negotiations and now desire to amend certain

provision of the Agreement concerning the operation and maintenance fee portion of the

Agreement.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual premises contained herein and for
other good and valuable consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which are hereby

acknowledged, the City and the Contractor hereby agree to amend the Agreement as follows:



1. Operation and Maintenance Fees. The parties hereby amend Article V, Section

5.01(a) of the Agreement wherein the City shall now pay the Contractor a flat monthly fee for
operating and maintaining the City’s Transfer Station Facility (the "Operation and Maintenance
Fees") for the remaining term of the Agreement. The City hereby agrees to pay Contractor the
sum of EIGHTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS ($18,000.00) per month commencing March 1,

2017 and continuing for the remaining term of the Agreement.

2. The parties mutually agree that all remaining provisions of the Agreement which are

not specifically modified by this Amendment herein shall remain in full force and effect.

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the City and the Contractor have caused this Amendment to
be executed in their respective names, have caused their respective corporate seals to be hereto
affixed, and have caused this Amendment to be attested, all by their duly authorized officers and

representatives, and the parties have caused this Amendment to be dated as of the date and year
